$2,481.67"". 


Wilmington’s Mr. Romano, if it is the same man, has had a few con- 


troversies over the past few years. 


Several instances have been re- 


ported to the Town Crier some of which have been checked, and in each 


case there was nothing to be held against Mr. Romano. 


It is, of 


course, perfectly legal for any town employee to engage in ‘‘moonlight- 
ing”, which means working at a second job, providing that the first 


job does not suffer.

In the summer of 1970 a group 
of concerned mothers here in Wil- 
mington saw the need for a pre- 
school program. They met im 
late August and decided upon a 
plan of action. This was a com.
